RANSOM OF $5,000 TO BE PAID TO

cern, near Tampico, amt are holding

at Tampico. 
The Agtiide camp of the Cortes Oil 
company w u h seized by the rebel Gen­ 
eral Goroznde, Shaw advised the de­ 
partment. 
A force of 
240 
heavily 
armet] men have been placed on guard 
over the camp and the 40 Americans 
employed there by the company. 


$5*000 Hansom to Be Paid 


Washington, June 27.—Mrs. Ruth B. 
Shipley today notified the state de­ 
partment that $5,000 in ransom money 
was on the way to Mexico for the re­ 
lease of her brother, A. Bruce Bielaski, 
captured by Mexican bandits. 
Mrs. Shipley said she had been ad­ 
vised by her brother’s New York em­ 
ployers that the money had been dis- 
patched to Mexico City. 
Mrs. Ship­ 
ley is employed In the shipping de­ 
partment. 


40 Americans Held for Hansom 
Washington, June 2 7 .—Forty Ameri­ 
cans are being held for ransom by 
Mexican bandits near Tampico, ac­ 
cording to advices to the state de­ 
partment today. 
Secretary Hughes immediately made 
a demand upon the Mexican govern­ 
ment that it act at once to suppress 
the bandits, release the American pris­ 
oners and re-capture the property of 
the Cortes Oil company seized by the 
outlaws. 
Word of the capture of the Aguade 
camp with Its 40 American workers, 
was sent by Consul Shaw, of Tampico, 
dated June 2 6 , indicating that the cap­ 
ture took place on Sunday.

message 
was held up by the Mexican censor. 
The 48 hours expire today, It was indi­ 
cated.

cans within four days, Hughes dis­

A SATURNALIA OF PROFITEERING 


T h e importers who are making a desperate fight on the R e 
publican tariff bill, having a vast publicity fund at their command 
for propaganda in the United States in favor of free trade, have 
now invaded the ‘‘movies” and the Pat he Weekly, said to be con­ 
trolled by William Randolph Hearst. 
A series of pictures is be­ 
ing run calculated to throw a chill into the public because of the 
awful iniquities of the protective tariff. 
The cost of this form of publicity is of course enormous, and 
added to it are the tons of printed material being sent broadcast, 
lo defeat the bill. 
Metropolitan pai>ers, it is declared, have been 
told that unless they come out in opposition to the pending tariff 
bill they will lose the advertisements of the importing houses, 
which make up the bulk, in many instances, of their income. This 
may, perhaps, account for the wabbly attitude of the St. Paul 
Pioneer Press upon tariff duties. 
It has been shown in discussions in the Senate, by official 
figures, that these importers have been making from 275 to 2,300 
per cent on a long list of irnpor ts which iwere cited. The informa­ 
tion as to the foreign cost of these articles was procured through 
the customs branch of the Treasury department. These same ar­ 
ticles were then traced to the great departm ent stores of the im­ 
porters, purchased, and receipts taken for the purchase price. 
Every article thus purchased was then examined and identified 
by the customs appraisers, and the fact was firmly established 
that the importers are making piratical profits from the people. 
There were hundreds of articles of everyday use, imported from 
abroad, in the lists cited, which show similar profits. 
As a m atter of fact, under the present Democratic low duty 
rates the public not only is nut getting the advantage of lower 
prices, as was repeatedly promised by the champions of that law, 
but the public is being lr immed to the limit whilst American manu­ 
facturers and workmen are made to suffer the consequences of for­ 
eign competition. 
It is a saturnalia of profiteering without par­ 
allel, to perpeuate which the importers are pouring out money 
without stint. 
The Effrontery of these importers in accusing the Republicans 
of planning to increase prices by means of the tariff is astonish­ 
ing to behold. Take one item referr ed to in the Senate, a curling 
iron, for example. 
This was 'imported for nine and six-tenths 
cents and sold for $1.39, or a spread of 1348 per cent by way of 
profit. 
The proposed Republican rate on that article is 40 per 
cent ad valorem, which would still leave a profit to the importer 
of 1308 per cent. 
But in their anti-tariff publicity campaign the 
im porters mention the 40 per cent dirty and keep silent on their 
1348 per cent profit. 
The same is true with respect to every 
article which they import and sell here. 


FEDERAL AID FOR ROADS 


The action of the House and Senate in voting last week to 
authorize appropriations of $50,000,000, $05,000,000 and $75,- 
000,000, respectively, for Federal aid in the construction of high­ 
ways for the fiscal years of 1923, 1924 and 1925, carries with it 
definite authority to the Secretary of Agriculture to enter into con- 
iractural relations with state highway commissioners for lead 
construction. 
Further sums of $0,500,000 were voted for each 
of the fiscal years 1924 and 1925 for forest road construction, the 
funds for this work for 1923 having been cared for in earlier leg­ 
islation. 
The appropriations will be made under the provisions of the 
Federal aid act of 1910, as amended in 1919 and 1921, which 
means that the expenditures must be made on those 'highways 
comprising the 7 per cent system of main roads. The states are 
required to maintain the highways once built. 
The most important change in the organic act is an amend­ 
ment which limits Federal aid participation to $10,250 per mile 
for 1923 and to $15,000 per mile thereafter. This contrasts with 
the $20,000 per mile maximum of 1919 and the $10,000 limit of 
1916. 
Since the passage of the Federal aid act of 1910 the govern­ 
ment has appropriated or authorized a total road fund of $587,- 
000,000. 
f igures of the Bureau of Public Roads show that con­ 
struction has been proceeding for the last three years at the rate 
of approximately $80,000,000 annually in Federal funds, and as 
state organizations have now become well stabilized, it is antici­ 
pated that this rate will be exceeded in 1923 and succeeding years. 


CLOSING THE FISCAL YEAR 


F ig u r e s issued by the Treasury departm ent show that fifteen 
days from the end of the fiscal year, ordinary expenditures of the 
government had been $3,177,000,000 as compared w ith $4,804,- 
000,000 for the first eleven and a half months of the last year, 
while ordinary receipts aggregated $3,782,000,000, as against $5,- 
045,000,000 last year. 
Public debt receipts for the current fiscal 
year aggregated $4,933,000,000, against $7,278,000,000 a year ago, 
while public debt expenditures totaled $5,630,000,000, compared 
with $7,706,000,000 last year.

C h a i r m a n W. J. T o l l e k t o n , of the Machinists’ Division of 
the American Railway Association, declares that the railroads of 
the country are on the eve of a business revival which will tax 
their present equipment. He said he made this observation after 
a careful study of industrial conditions and in the face of the coal 
strike and threats of other labor troubles. He called attention to 
the increased orders for equipment, ‘‘a sure forecast of w hat the 
rail chiefs think of the outlook,” and to the beginning of the 
movement of great crops, which represent industrial prosperity.
